combine all the richness of Cripple 
Creek, the permanency o* Butte and 
the output of the Comstock 
The dis- 


covery and early development of To- 
nopah is matter of familiar history to 
Nevada people and with the closing 
of the leases last fall or at New Tears, 
when the property becam? 
parcel 'or. the Philadelphia syndicate 
and when over 80 men quit work and 
on New Yean dav twenty leasers fig- 
ured up fortunes ranging from $10,000 
(o $500,000, there eame a period of de- 
pression and uncertainty made more 
'ragic by the enldemic which swept 
ne camp, burled half a hundred min- 
ers and caused a panic which almost 
depopulated the camp. 


Such has been the history up to ear- 


Iv in the year 1902 
When the leas- 


ers cult work the development of the 
camp was confined to the eight claims 
of the Tonopah group gouged and gut- 
ted with a •view to ready output and 
quic't returns.
